Extraordinary Find. 

The most extraordinary part of 
the gruesome discovery was that the 
metal part of o gmail axe, which 
had pince been identified, was found 
inside the deceased’s trousers. e 
handle which had also been identi.

forty feet . away from the body. 
How the axe-head got inside the 
man’s trousers it was impossible to 
sty, It had been identified as hav-

Proceeding, Mr, Fitzroy anid that 
there was no éign of robbery.
